Sergeant Major Charles McLane, of the 
Fifth United States regiment, attempted 
suicide at 7 o’clock this morning sat Fort 
McPherson. 

In a fit of sudden despondency h> pla72d 
a rifle to his head and pulled the tr.ggoer, 
almost succeeding in blowing oT his head. 

The rifle was discharged and the bulhet 
ploughed its way through the man's chin, 
tearing away the nose and splitting his 
forehead. 

Sergeant McLane fell backwards with a 
groan and the blood came rapidly. etiesm- 
ing Trom the gaping wound a.i Sett'ing in 
a pocl upon the floor. 

When the suicide was attempted Sergeant 
McLane was in the room of the orderly of 
Company H. 

Thé unfortunate man arore early this 
morning and was dressed when the crear 
notes of the bugle was sounded at th> sun- 
rise. He was despondent and gloomy ard 
his companions and fellow officers wre 
alarmed at the man’s words ani actions, 
but nothing so serious as suicide was for 
a moment anticipated. 

After the merning meal.McLane. went 
into the room of the orderly of Company 
H. He was not talkative and remained 
silent, 

Taking a rifle down from the rack he 
placed the butt end’of the gun upon the 
floor, and then leaning over, placed the 
muzzle at his ‘throat. 

In a moment there came a deafen'ng re- 
port. The flame shot from the rifie and 
the smoke came in volumes, filling the 
room. 

There was a loud, agonizing groan, and 
McLane fell backwards unconscious. 

He was lifted from the floor, which was 
fast becoming stained from blood. It was 
seen that the bullet had faticd to do its 
work. 

“O God,” cried McLane, as he slowly re- 


gained consciousness. ““My God, how I am 
suffering.”’ 

McLane was then hurriedly carried to 
the post hospital, 
agony since the shot was fired.

The bullet ploughed its way with fear- 
ful force through the man’s chin, then 
through his nose, almost entirely destroy- 
ing that member.

When Me- 
Lane entered the orderly ro»m those who 
were in,the room stepped out for a mo- 
ment to execute an order of en officer, 
While the men were absent, McLane plac- 
ed the rifle to his head and pulled the 
trigger. 

WHISKY CAUSED THE DEED. 

Charles McLane no doubt was diiven te. 
the rash deed from the effects of bad 
whisky. 

“The man was made Crasy, as far as we” 
know, from the effects of bad whieky,”* 
said the sergeant at arms at the post 
this morning, 
of the attempted suicide. 

“There was no one present when the 
shot was fired and McLane has not been 
able to make a statement since he pulled 
the trigger and reeled back upon the 
floor. ra 
“He was sent to the ho@pital as soon as {it 
was possible, and there is cons‘derabic 
doubt among the physicians and surgeons 
as to his recovery.” 

McLane was well known at the post and 
in the city among the members cf the 
local military companies. He was a jolly, 
good fellow and had many friends.

Memphis, Tenn., March 27.—The river 
last night stood 36.55, a slight decline for 
the twenty-four hours. Reports from 
southern river points last evening are not 
altogether reassuring. The situation at 
Helena is’ pronounced ticklish and at 
Greenville decidedly precarious, the levees 
at these points showing: signs of succumb- 
ing to the water pressure. Large forces 
are employed upon them day and night. 

There was a smali break in the Arkansas 
district Thursday night, but it is viewed 
with no particular concern. A number of 
other Mississippi points report the levees 
somewhat critical, with water crowded 


over them in places, while in others they 
are sloughing off. 

Helena reiterates the charge that the 
Desha levees were cut, several parties de- 
claring they saw the levee board engineer 
do the work.

London, March 27.—Prime Minister’ Salis- 
bury, who started Thursday for Cimiez, 
where Queen Victoria is sojourning, will 
stay in the south of France for five weeks. 
There he will guide Great Britain’s di- 
plomacy in silence, having neither the cab- 
inet to discuss nor the opinion of the coun- 
try to consider. Conservatives and liberals 
alike are fretting under the prolonged reti- 
eehce of Lord Salisbury in disclosing his 
eastern policy. The radicals are very in- 
dignant and are taking advantage of the 
apparent impase to raise a popular agita- 
tion which, if parliament were approach- 
ing its natural term, would work no end of 
mischief to the government. It may be no 
faut of Lord Salisbury that he does not 
explain his policy clearly ‘to the British 
public. Safe in the confidence reposed in 
him by his majority in both houses, he 
can put up his colleagues in the lower 
house to evade questions or decline to an- 
swer, and to balk debate on points which 
are of the most:momentous interest to tbe 
country. 

It has been often stated that even cab- 
inet ministers are not in Lord Saliebury’s 
confidence. He is understood to 
on or to communicate to Mr. Balfour, Sir 
Michael Hicke-Beach, Mr. Chamberlain 
and the duke of Devonshire all important 
steps he may decide wpon. But even this 
inner cabinet exercises litde’or no power 
in shaping his ‘policy. 


There probably never was a prime min-. 


ister or foreign secretary in English par- 
Hamentary history who so entirely played 
“off his own bat’’ and who staked the in- 
terests of his country and government with 
go little deference to the opinions of his 
cabinet. 

DISCONTENT FELT. 


The dissatisfaction in parliament only 
partly reflects the discontent throughout 
the country. More and more the tide of 
sentiment is rising in favor of Greece, 
which is, even in pronounced unionist pa- 
pers, declared to have been treated with 
scant respect to justice and humanity. The 
general irritation has been intensified dur- 
ing the current week by the prospect of 
the mixed occupation of Crete turning out 
to be not the pacific mode of settlement 


which the diplomatic jugglers.promised it~ 


would bé, and by the persistence of Greece 
in asserting herself against the porte, and 
the occupation threatens to be a very mix- 
ed affair, with no common plan of oper- 
ations, lisliked and misunderstood by the 
Crétah population’ and carried out by 
troops, the ‘best portion of which detest 
their work. 

As the process of pacification develops 
the prospect may brighten up. Bet one 
of the first measures proposed to give 
Crete a chance of internal peace, the con- 
stitution of an autonomous government 
under a competent chief, is not yet within 
sight. The few reliable press correspond- 
ents who are writing from Canea and oth- 
er points concur.in stating that autonomy 
means to the Cretan Christians the root 
and branch, extirpation of the Moslems 
and among their notables in free acquisi- 
tion of more land. 

Massacre and spoilation are described as 
the finst principles of Cretan patriotism 
among Moslems-and Christians alike, but 
it must be acknowledged that displays of 
this sort of patriotism have heretofore 
been a special prerogative of the Moslem 
population, upheld by Turkish bayonets. 

The Paris Journal des Debats today pub- 
lishes a letter from ‘an officer of the French 
sqvedion which Blows, if true, an owful 
condition of affairs. This officer declares 
that the facts he sets forth in his letter 
are vouched for by the surgeons of the 
cruisers who are performing duties ashore, 
He declares that many Moslem children of 
tender age have been violated by the 
Christians; that boys have been frightfully 
mutilated and babies slashed with sabers, 
He adds that in war the Cretan Christians 
resemble wild beasts. 


DIFFICULTY OF GOVERNING. 


The tremendous @ifficulty of governing

WHAT HE REALLY DID, ACCOMPLISH 


The Ex-Premier Claims He Received

Own Responsibtiity—He Answered 
in a Clear, Firm Voice Without Eva-

London, March 27.—The parliamentary 
south African committee yesterday resum- 
ed its inquiry into the Transvaal raid 
in Westminster hall. Quite a number of 
the friends and admirers of Dr. Jameson, 
the leader of the famous raid, were pres- 
ent, it heing known that he would be 
called upon to give his evidence. 

The examination of W. P. Schreiner, who 
was attorney general of Cape Colony under 
the premiership of Mr. Cecil Rhodes, was 
continued by Mr. Chamberlain, secretary 
of state for the colonies, who, by his 
questions, showed that he was anxious 
to procure a vindication of his policy in 
connection with the Transvaal question? 

Mr. Schreiner’s evidence was of little 
interest, and upon its conclusion Dr. Jame- 
son was called. 

Dr. Jameson was pale but self-contained. 
He read a statement in which he said 
the design of. the leaders of the reform 
movement in Johannesburg was to act 
alone to the end of obtaining a plebiscite 
and electing a president. His (Jameson’s) 
force, he said, only intended *to maiutain 
order and nothing more. He referred to 
a number of conversations he had had 
with Mr. Rhodes on the federation of scuth 
Africa, which is a pet scheme of the ex- 
colonial prime .minister. 

MR. HAMMOND’S VIEWS. 

Continuing, Dr. Jameson said that he 
was impressed by the views and represen- 
tations of Mr. Hammond and subsequently 
went with him to Pretoria, where he 
learned that Mr. Hammond's vicws were 
correct. The result of his investigations 
led to the preparation of the force of the 
British South Africa Company in order 
that if a revolt occurred at Jehanuesburg 
they would be in readiness to render aid. 
Last year he had visited Johannesburg and 
learned that the residents had finally de- 
termined to force matters to an: issue. 

He was informed@das-to the plans that 
were to be followed. 

Dr. Jameson further said that he: told 
Mr. Rhodes of the plans that had been 
arranged and that Mr. Rhodes’ agreed to 
them. 

The statement then proceeded to give the 
details of the actual raid into Boer ter- 
ritory. In this Dr. Jameson said he acted 
entirely upon his own responsibility. He 
received no instructions from any one. 

In reply to a question of Mr. Henry 
Labouchere, Dr. Jameson said that he had 
never been informed that the officers of 
the British government supported his ac- 
tion. Further replying to a question, he 
expressed the belief that the public has 
already held regarding the raid. 

He said in effect that he knew row that 
the expedition into the Transvaal was a 
mistake, because it had not been success- 
ful. If he had succeeded he would have 


been forgiven. 


His answers to the questions were given 
in a clear, firm voice and without eva- 
sion.

St. Paul, Minn., March 27.—The grand

Bicket that he accepted deposits but made 
no record of them in the books of the 
bank. One of these was a deposit of $1,200, 
made by the matron of the police station. 
Bicket was arrested and arraigned before 
Judge Kelly this evening. 

The banker pleaded not guilty and fur- 
nished bondsmen, but Judge Kelly refused 
to take any action last night. Mr. Bicket 
was turned over to a deputy sheriff.

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Editor The Evening Constitution: The views on the outlook for cotton from 
the standpoint of the farmer who produces the long staple, or sea island variety, 


would not be out of place now. 


Before giving my views I wish to express my appreciation of the good work 
you are doing daily in behalf of the farmer. Business men, as a rule, do not fully 
appreciate that the prosperity of the whole country can only come about when the 
agricultural masses are receiving adequate prices for their products. We are 
now having an object lesson to the point. 

~ In the fall preceding the presidential election we had an abnormal money 

market. Money was said to be stringent, rates of interest were extremely high— 

four or five times what they are now. We were told by the so-called “sound mon- 

| ey element,” by the banking and business element generally, that this was due to 

‘lack of confidence;” that when McKinley was elected and the “silver scare” set- 

tled, we would see a revival of business, and much higher prices for our cotton, 
both sea island and uplands, which would be due to the “return of confidence.” 

What are the facts? McKinley was elected and ‘‘confidence was restored,” in- 
terest became cheap and money abundant, but cotton, both sea island and up- 
land, as well as cotton seed oil, (the three money products of the south), grad- 
ually declined, and each is selling much lower today than when “confidence was 
lacking,”’ due to the “silver ecare,’’ and money was high. 

The explanation of this is simple. Agricultural products have for several years 
been so low that the agricultural masses have had “to live at home,” not having 
any money to spend, and, hence, the mills have not been able to sell their products 


readily, and only at low prices. 


Thus we have proof that the ability of the 


masses of the people to buy with money will bring prosperity, and that the fact 
that a few very rich men not having ‘“‘confidence,’’ or having ‘‘confidence,”’-cuts a 
small figure, contrary to the generally accepted belief. 

When the agricultural masses receive adequate prices for their products it will 
not matter whether a few rich men have “confidence” or not, business will boom 
and prosperity will return, and not before. © | 

We have now in upland cotton the spectacle of a small crop, which the best in- 
formed men on the trade say will hardly suffice until another crop is gathered, 
selling below the avérage cost of production, when it should sell for § to 10 cents, 
if there is anything for Pe farmer in the old theory of “supply and demand.”

8 gradually enhancing in value, that is to say that eve- 


rything else is gradually falling, seems to be demonstrated by the facts as they 
exist today. What other explanation is there of the upland cotton markef today? 

As long as falling prices continue there can be no revival of business. One de- 
cline helps to bring on another, and the little glut of money in New York recent- 
ly was not due to the return of ‘“‘confidence,’’ but due to the fact that the money 
could not be profitably employed in trade on account of falling prices. 

If. the falling prices could be arrested and then advanced we should immediate- 
ly see all of our money put in use, and there would not be a sufficient quantity of 


it to do the business of the country. 


The situation of the upland cotton and sea island cotton farmers is not very 
materially different, and hence I have not confined myself to the grievances of the 


sea island cotton farmers. 


I think it is a fact that cannot be successfully con- 


troverted that the farmers are the most poorly paid class of people in the United 


States today. 


Some of the brightest and most intelligent make fairly comfortable livings, 
but the great mass of them endure hardships and privations beyond any class of

PERKINS MAKES 


WARM REPLY 


Says His Wife Is Anxious To 
Compromise, 


WILL FIGHT THE CHARGES 


Says His Wife Has Repeatedly Sworn 
Out Warrants Which She Proposed 
To Dismiss Upon the Payment of 

+ $50—What Perkins Says. 


J. D. Perkins has made reply to the ac- 
tion of his wife and son in suing out an 
accusation against him. The statement 
furnished by Mr. Perkins makes exceed- 
ingly interesting reading, as he shows that 
his wife has been seeking to persecute him 
by taking out warrants which she agreed 
to dismiss upon the payment of $50. 

Thursday afternoon The Evening Consti- 
tution published the exclusive story of the 
warrant being taken out against Mr. Per- 
kins. The story caused quite a sensation 
at the time. When it comes up for a hear- 
ing the case will be fought by Perkins and 
some spicy testimony will doubtless be giv- 
en at tho trial. 

George Perkins, the son of J. D. Perkins, 
had the warrant taken out, charging his 
father with adultery. The boy’s father 
now makes reply to the general charges, 
giving the alleged motive which he says 
prompted his wife and son to prosecute 
him. 

‘The eight-year-old son referred to in 
the article published in The Evening Con- 
stitution,”’ said Mr. Perkins this morning, 
“was born in 1879, and the boy is, there- 
fore, eighteen years old. I did not desert 
my wife. She separated from me and ab- 
solutely refused to live with me, and yet I 
have kept her and the children supplied 
with money and have met their every peed. 

“Some time since she went before Judge 
Foute and swore out a warrant against me, 
charging me with a misdemeanor. She 
said that if I would pay her $0 she would 
have the warrant dismissed and would 
give me no further trouble. To avoid no- 
toriety and loss of time I paid the $50 and 
have her receipt. This action of mine was 
opposed by my counsel. 

“In three weeks thereafter she sought a

“I waived trial and gave bond for my 
appearance at the city court.

CLOSER RELATION RETARDED 


Bilis Presented in the New 
Parliament That Are of Great 
Importance. 


REPLY TO THE GOVERNOR’S SPEECH 


A Bitter Attack Made Upon Financial 
Minister Fielding by the Ex-Minis- 
ter Foster About Duty on Anthra- 


cite Cceal. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 27.—Members of 
parliament from every quarter of the do- 
minion report a decided feeling of exas- 
peration in their, constituencies in regard 
to the attitude of the governing party in 
the United States and the announcement 
of a tariff bill that will reduce materially 
the duties on goods imported mainly from 
Great Britain and retain the present duties 
on those goods commg from the United 
States, has been received with general 
favor. 

A prominent liberal member from On- 
tario who has heretofore been solicitous 
for closer relations with the United States 
says that his constituents are very pro- 
nounced in favor of a retaliatory tariff and 
an alien labor law as agafhst the United 
States with a discriminating tariff in the 
interest of British manufacturers. 

Mr. Cowan, of South Essex, who may be 
said to represent the sentiment of the bor- 
der constituencies, gives notice of three 
bills, one respecting alien labor, one pro- 
viding for changes tn the immigration laws 
and the third regarding the wrecking iaws. 
From the present sentiment in parliament 
it is safe to say that all three, which are 
more or less retaliatory in their nature, 
will pass without very active opposition 
and unless the ardor of members in the 
expression of anti-American sentiment is 
restrained there is‘no knowing how many 
bills of a like tendency may be introduced 
before parliament is prutoguid. 

RESENT COERSION, 

The feeling seems to have taken deep 
root here that the United States believes 
that Canada can be coerced and bull-dozed 
into the American union, and this feeling 
has aroused a espirit of resentment that 
bids fair to lead to’much unfriendly legis- 
lation during the present session. . 

In the house yesterday Mr. Russell 
(liberal), of Halifax, moved the address in 
reply to the speech | from the throne, and 
in regard to the fariff ‘said tha? differences 
of opinion existed and there were those who 
believed the tariff “was a tax and it should 
bear as lightly upon the people as possible. 

In his opinion Canada had been on the 
wrong track for eighteen years—ever since 
the protective tariff was adopted. To get! 
back to the proper system of low taxation 
the government would have to go cautious- 
ly or otherwise the industries of the coun- 
try would suffer. 

RAILROAD EXTENSION. 

air. Russell approved of the extension of 
the inter-colonial railway from Quebec to 
Montreal. . 

Mr. Ethier (French liberal) spoke ap- 
provingly of different parts of the address, 
particularly of the, deepening of. the St. 
Lawrence canals; which he said would as- 
sist Canada in getting along, notwithstand- 
ing the United States tariff. 

Sir Charles Tupper, leader of the opposi- 
tion, in his speech contended that Premier 
Laurier’s settlement of the Manitoba 
school question had not given one conces- 
sion to the Roman Catholics. As for the 
policy of high protection he was more in 
favor of it today than ever. Canada would 
now be in a most prosperous condition, he 
asserted, but for the unsettled state of 
tariffs in other countries, which he said 
were now causing mills to be closed in 
Montreal and elsewhere. 

Premier Laurier, replying to Sir. Charles 
Tupper, dwelt at length on the Manitoba 
school question and maintafied that Ro- 
man Catholics had secured very much more 
from the policy of conciliation than from 
one of coereion. 

Regarding the tariff question the premier 
contended himself with the statement that 
the government would try to reduce the 
tariff in the intePests of the people, but 
would do nothing to injure domestic in- 
dustries. 

Hon. Mr. Foster, ex-minister of finance, 
made a very bitter attack on Finance Min- 
ister Fielding in connection with the state- 
ment made by the latter in Montreal re- 
cently about placing a duty on anthracite 
coal.

He Sold a H@if Interest in the Buet- 
ness and Then Skipped the Town. 
Blanther Will Be Recalled by Many 
Under the Name of Ford, 


A heretofore unpublished story of the 
doings of J. B. Blamther, the Austrian 
count, who committed suicide in a Texas 
jail several days ago, while he was in At- 
lanta came to light this morning. The 
story brings Blanther to the front in a 
new role, and he will be recalled to the 
memory of hundreds of people who mever 
knew him as Blanther, but were familiar 
with him under the name of James L. 
Ford, manager of the Atlanta Commission 
Company. . 

After the exposition was over Blanther 
left Atlanta, but. returned soon thereafter, 
end established what was termed the At- 
lanta Commission Company, with James L. 
Ford as manager. The business was con- 
ducted in a peculiar manner, and in a way 
which soon began to win him friends and 
trade among the poorer classes. 

The office of the company was on North 
Pryor street, wheré Ford kept a stock of 
groceries and provisions, which he would 
sell on the installment plan. For instance, 
if a laborer or mechanic would come into 
his place of business and wanted:a ham 
or sack of flour he could secure it by mak- 
ing a small payment, and securing the bal- 
ance by obligating himself to pay in in- 
stallments for the purchase which he had 
made. 

ICKDBR ON THE SCENE. 

This _business was operated successfully 
for several weeks, when a youmg man by 
the name of Lee Tucker became interested 
in the scheme and was offered 2 half in- 
terest in the company by Ford. For this 
interest Tucker was to pay $350. He did 
not have the money at the time, but se- 
cured it from a well-known broker by giv- 
ing a mortgage om two lots which he held 
in this city. 

The deal between Ford and Tucker was 
consammated one afternoon and the next 
morning when Tucker appeared at the 
office Ford failed to show up. He had 
skipped the town, leaving Tucker and his 
wifé with the assets of the firm and a 
large pilé of debts. The new partner was 
unable to meet the obligations and the 
business was closed up; the notes fell 
due, Tucker was unable to meet them, 
and the broker is now in possession of the 
lots om which he advanced the $3) to 
Tucker. 
~Young Tucker was originally from Co- 
lumbus, Miss., where his father is a well- 
to-do insurance man. 

This was the last seen of Ford in Atlanta 
and the last known of him here, until the 
report of his suicide in a sepew jail was 
made known this week. 

While the man was known to many peo- 
ple in Atlanta under the name of Blianther, 
he will be recalled by many. others as 
James L. Ford, erstwhile manager of the 
Atlanta Commission Company.

Upon the 
lecture platform he will portray the ‘Last 
Days of the Confederacy.” His literary 
work will be the publication of-a book of 
reminiscences of the war. 

The general is fmOw in the far west. He 
spoke on last Tuesday evening to a great 
audience at Muskogee, Indian Territory, 
and is now in Missouri. He will pass 
through a number of cities In Indfana and 
Ohio and then will take a vacation in 
May, spending his time at his country 
plage, ‘Sutherland,” in DeKalb county 
and working upon his forthcoming book. 

GENERAL GORDON’S BOOK. 


From Mr. Frank Gordon, who its engaged 


in editing General Gordon’s book of “War 


Reminiscences,"’ the following facts in re- 
gard to the work*were learned and which 
are here given for the: first time: 

‘In writing a book of war reminiscences,’’ 
said Mr. Frank Gordon, “it is not the gen- 
eral’s purpose to write a history of the civ- 
il war, nor to analyze, except briefly and 
incidenta]ly, the cattses which produced it. 
These causes are referred to only as such 
referetice may lead to a better under- 
standing between the once hostile sections 
of our country. General Gordon has been 
importuned from every section of .the 
union for many years to write a book of 
memoirs. Hé has at last consented to do so 
and is engaged In that work at every leis- 
ure moment, always entertaining an earn- 
est desire that whatever contributions he 


_might make should be in no sense con- 


troversial. Me preferred to wait until the 
war. passions and political asperities which 
succeeded the war should have passed 
away. His book of reminiscences will de- 
scribe a side or phase of the war that is 
less somber and grave, but scarcely less 
heroic or important than that which em- 
braces merely historical data. It is scarcely 
less important for the reason that it illus- 
trates character. I1t {ndividualizes. It rep- 
resents the life, the true life, the inner and 
better life of the soldier. It will give to 
postrity a photograph of his spirit. It will 
be a sort of key that unlocks and reveals 
the secret chambers of the soldier’s soul. 
General Gordon's book will therefore be 
rather reminiscent than historical. It will, 
of course, neither change nor color, but 
make an exact portrayal of the incidents 
as they occurred. It is made up largely of 
General Gordon's own expériences and ob- 
servations; of descriptions of things as he 
saw them; of important personal, offigial 
and confidential interviews and counsels; 
of amusing as well as thrilling incidents; 
of the sudden and unexpected eruption of 
rustic wit; of the constantly recurring par- 
adoxes in the soldier’s life. The book in 
brief is to chronidfe such of those illustra- 
tions of the American soldier’s life and 
character as come under General Gordon's 
observation and which were so often wit- 
nessed by both armies in the camp, on the 
march, along the trenches, between the 
lines and even in the firing of battle.”

“We have had a lot of rainy weather 
down in southwest Georgia. It rained thir- 
ty-six hours steadily there (Tiisjweek, but 
the streams weré not tUnduly swollen. The 
rain was such a steady doOwn-pour that it 
did not wash the lands very badly. I do rot 
think that the fruit crop about Marshall- 
ville was hurt to any great extent, if at all, 
by the freeze.” ; 

Colonel Walter Scott Coleman, president 
of the Georgia Press Association, was in 
the city today, and paid The Evening Con- 
stitution a pleasant call. 

“T have been up in the mountains cn a 
visit to my mother, at Ellijay,’’ said he, 
“and I came down to Canton and was ‘here 
on the morning after the cold nip. I don't 
think that the frult cropiis totally ruined, 
but it is doubtless damaged considerably. 
It is hard to tell fugt now much about the 
extent of the damage. It depends so much 
on location and exposure. The wheat was 
killed down in places, and there was p'‘enty 
of ice and I know that the peach crop is 
more or less injured as thé trees were in

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LEAPED FOR LIFE 
FROM MOVING CAR 


Miss Dunlap Thought a Collision 
Was Inevitable. 


SUED OOMPANY AND WON 


There Was No Collision Between the 


Cars, but Miss Dunlap Thought It 
Would Occur and Accordingly She 
Jumped, Breaking Her Leg and Dis- 
locating Her Kneecap—Jury Gives 
Her a Verdict. 


The jury in the Dunlap damage suit 
against the Atlanta Consolidated Street 
Railway Company has brought in a ver- 
dict in favor of the plaintiff for $1,200 and 
costs of the court trial. , 

After being out several hours on the ev!- 
dence, the jury returned its verdict last 
night at 8 o’clock. $5 

The suit which caused the verdict is one 
entirely out of the usual order of things 
and has lent a peculiar interest to the 
case, The injuries received by Miss Dun- 
lap were caused 710m a leap she made from 
the electric car upon which she was a pas- 
senger. She thought a Collision- was about 
to occur, and rath@¥ than take the chances 
of being on the car in the collision she sup- 
posed was inadvertable, .she sprang from 
the car, and fell heavily upon the ground, 
breaking her leg and dislocating her knee 
cap. 

In 1894 Miss Dunlap, together with a num- 
ber of fadies and gentlemen, was a pas- 


senger on a car which was going around 


the nine-mijle circle. When the car reached 
that portion of the track which goes down 
an incline toward the plant, the passen- 
gers were horrified to see a car coming 
down toward them at a rapid trate. Miss 
Dunlap says the car upon which she was 
riding was running at a speed of between 
five and twelve miles an hour. 

“Jump for your lives,’’ said some of the 
passengers. Miss Dunlap says the conduc- 
tor of the car also gave the warning. 
There immediately followed a wild rush 
for the sides of the car. It was an open 
car and on the side where Miss Dunlap 
was sitting, she says a rope had been 


stretched, making it necessary for her te | 


cross the car. When she reached the oppo- 
site side of the car and attempted to make 
the leap, she says the motorman suddenly 
reversed the car, and. she fell.in a heap 
on the ground, sustaining the injuries set 
forth In her petition, which she swears are 
permanent and of a very serious nature. 

The street car Company took the position 
that there was no collision between the 
cars, that the cars were not running at a 
reckless rate of speed and that the passen- 
gers simply became panic stricken without 
cause. The company was defended by Ham- 
mond & Hammond, and Miss Dunlap was 
represented by Attorneys Glenn, Slaton & 
Phillips. 

Miss Dunlap asked for $10,000 damages, 
stating that her services at her home were 
worth $600 per annum, and.that on ac- 
count of her injuries she lost a full year. 
She said she had expended the sum of 
$250 for physician, nurse and medicine.

Paine, Murphy & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Atlanta, Ga., March: 27.—The week just 
ended has not been encouraging to the 
holders of wheat. With the exception of 
the foreign markets, which are heavy, with 
apparently no disposition to advance, news 
has been bullish. The visible supply de- 
creased over 1,000,000 bushels; world’s whéat 
shipments were light; the amount on pas- 
sage showed a good decrease and there 
Was a decrease approximating 5,000,000 
bushels in the world’s visible supply. Ar- 
gentine shipments were again light; the 
local cash demand has been fairly good; 
damage reports have’ been numerous, and 
indications point to a late spring in North 
Dakota. Notwithstanding the above, prices 
have declined 244 cents per bushel, only a 
small portion of which was recuveréed, and 
the market at the close today is weak. 
Bulls are disappointed and apparently not 
buying, awaiting further developments in 
the way of crop news. When something 
more definite can be learned it will likely 
tend to make speculation very active, and 
we look for some radical change, one way 
or the other, during the next two. days. 
In a few days we will probably get the 
state reports, navigation will open and im- 
provement from primary points will prob- 
ably tbe large. While the price has been 
weak, we do not think bears have been 
selling very heavily on account of the un- 
certainty that exists both in regard to the 
and the political situation abro.xd. 
However, should anything favorable pre- 
sent itself, they would more than likely 
raid the market. 

The corn market acts very firm. The ex- 
port and domestic demand is very large, 
shipments aggregating 5,862,000 bushels for 
the week. 

The bad weather last fall and the heavy 
rains’ this spring which have prevented 
marketing has rendered a large quantity 
of corn unmerchantable. It may be, how- 
ever, that the liquidation of May contracts 
will cause a heavy market while it lasts, 
but if navigation opens so that the number 
2 corn. will fiove out freely Defore this 
liquidation -begins, it is quite Iikely that 
shorts will become good buyers and cause 
a strong market. 

The trade in provisions seems to be wait- 
ing. Bears have put out quite a line of 
short product, belliving that as soon as re- 
ceipts of hogs increase, the inarket will 
suffer a setback. Bulls think then will be 
a good time to make purchases, celieving 
that any increase in receipts will not last 
long, and that prices will subsequently ad- 
vance again, especially if foreign demand 
for our products continues. 


Bros. Fruit and Produce 
Letter. 


March 27.—The favorable weath- 
er prevailing at present has very much 
increased trading in fruit and produce, 
and the jobber or commission man finds 
it no easy matter to fulfill the almost un- 
limited wants. The market on apples is 
unusually strong for the better grades, 
while the inferior second-class grades are 
hard sale at very much reduced prices, 
The supply on the market and in transit.is 
exceedingly light, with strong advances at 
all places of shipment. We look for higher 
prices during remainder of season. The 
orange supply is quite sufficient, with prices 
ruling. Some lower California is supply 
ing the entire trade. We note no chang 
on lemons. The jobbers in most cases 
have taken advantage of the very low 
prices that have existed for the last two 
weeks and the market is reading for the 
picnic season, with good margins in their 
purchases. Bananas continue to advance 
and are bringing from 20 to 30 per cent 
more money than for three months with 
every indication pointing to still higher 
prices. ‘ 
Shipments of Florida vegetables have been 
cut short on account of low prices, for 
the last three days, very much to the dis- 
appointment of the retail trade in general, 
prices ranging as _ follows: Snapbeans, 
very scarce, per crate $2.75;to $3; new irish 
potatoes, fine demand, per crate $6 to $8, 
owing to size; tomatoes, very scarce, per 
crate $2 to $2.25; strawberries have been 
plentiful and very cheap until the last two 
days short receipts have put the prices up 
to 12%@15 cents per quart: head lettuce, 
gzood demand, $1 to $1.25 per dozen; as- 
paragus, slow sale, at 19 to 12% cents per 
dozen; cauliflower, good demand. 8 ‘to 10 
cents per pound for fancy-medium heads; 
egg plants 75 cents to $1 per dozen; Eng- 
ish peas, slow sale at $1.25 to $1.80 per 
crate; beets are reaching some market. at 
present $1.50 to $1.75 for cabbagé crate size 
with tops on; green cabbage by express 
selling readily at 13-4 to 2 cents per pound, 
white stock dull at 1% to 1%; celery per 
dozen 50 to 75 cents. owing to quality. As 
yet the market has had no cakes or 
squash, which renders it impossible to lo- 
cate any set questions However, they 
will bring fancy prices. Old irish potatoes 
prevail in abundance, consequently de- 
clines are constantly .in order. 
Sweet potato receipts are suffici- 
ent and no change in prices. 
Onions ere sicw siule, although receipts 
and the present supply is light, while peas 
are very dull. White class whippoorwill 
unknown and stocks peas, straight or mixed, 
are in good demand at good prices. Ten- 
nessee smoked meats are very scarce hnd 
medium hams, sheulders and sides are 
selling to good advantage. Both live and 
dressed poultry of every Kind is being 
sought for vigorously by the ‘trade. Re- 
heipts are exceedingly light. Begs are 
showing some little activity on account of 
change of weather. All arrivals of fresh 
butter is being taken readily at good prices.

STATE PAPERS ARE MISSING 


No Trace Can Now Be Found of the 
Charges Against the Libra-. 
rian of Congress. 


GREAT DELAY FOR MR. M’KINLEY 


The Late President Allows Himself 
All License in Determining What 
Documents Were Private—Now He 
Has Covered His Tracks. 


Washington, March 26.—During a lull be- 
tween pushes of office seekers this week 
the administration made a discovery that 
was rether surprising, but which confirmed 
any suspicion, which it may have had that 
the retiring president was a law unto him- 
self, and that he had carefully removed all 
evidence of a political nature which had 
accumulated in the file rooms of the execu- 
tive mansion. He had, moreover, drawn a 
wide line as to what constituted political 
documents. 

An effort was made by one of tHe clerks 
to look up a case pertaining to an adminis- 
trative officer who is sill in the service, 
and against whom certain damaging offi- 
cial charges had been filed, whes it was 
discovered that all of the papers had heen 
removed. Inquiry was made, which cevel- 
oped the fact that President Cleveland, 
three or four days before retiring from of- 
fice, had carefully collected what docu- 
ments he wantet! from the file room, order- 
ed them securely tied up and boxed and 
then Shipped them to Princeton. 

It appears. that Mr. Cleveland has taken 
liberal license in @etermining which of the 
documents on file were private and which 
were public. Naturally an outgoing presi- 
dent is sufficiently cautious to destroy or 
remove all papers of a purely political na- 
ture which may give an unfriendly succes- 
sor an opportunity to damage him in the 
eyes of his followers. For instance, in en- 
deavoring to fill up the public offices with 
his personal friends, preparatory to ex- 
tending the civil service rules, Mr, Cleveland 
may have emtered into voluminous corre- 
spondence of such a nature that its publi- 
cation would have proclaimed him a hypo- 
crite. He had a clear privilege, therefore, 
to consider such documents private proper- 
ty and remove them from the files in the 
executive mansion. 


There are certain matters, however, that | 


remained unacted upon—pigeor-holed, as it 
were—at the change of administration, and 
for these Mr. CleVéland had sufficient fore- 
thought to use his fullest license: and re- 
move all traces 6f them. If these matters 
had been disposed of he might have placed 
the documentary evidences om file in the 
proper departments. But as they were still 
open, he should Have left all papers where 
hia successor could lay hands on them. 

Inasmuch as the new administration has 
hardly had time to get down to purely ex- 
ecutive business, it is difficult to learn how 
many or what kind of cases the outgoing 
president has covered up. Besides the 
charges of offensive partisanship against 
some of Cleveland’s henchmen, which might 
heve doomed them to ‘the civil service ax, 
the papers in the case of a prominent ad- 
ministrative officer who was regarded as a 
sure candidate for removal appear to be 
missing. 

It will be remembered also that about a 
year ago rather serious charges were 
brought agaimst the librarian of congress. 
An investigation was made and some ir- 
regularities were reported to Secretary Car- 
lisle.

Now it is reported 
that all of .the papers relating to this m@t- 
ter have been boxed with similar documents 
and private reports and have béen sent to 
Princeton. 

No doubt copies of the public papers, 
which have been taken from the white 
house, with the recommendations, protests 
and political correspondence, can be largely 
replaced from the department files. But if 
President McKinley were disposed to con- 
sider any of these cases which have been 
pigeon-holed by Mr. Cleveland,-he would 
be put to considerable trouble amd suffer 
much loss of tlitie in getting at important 
documentary evidence, which has disap- 
peared.

New York, March 27.—One hundred and 
fifty sturdy young Greeks, after bidding en 
affectionate farewell to frienis and -coun- 
trymen at 11 o’clock last night, marched 
aboard the French line steamer La Cham- 
pagne and at 5 o’clock this morning started 
for Greece, where they will offer their 
services to King George. With perhaps a 
dézen exceptions, all have served in the 
Greek army, a score or more having béeen 
Officers.

It was the ancient history of Greece re- 
peating itself last night at the meeting held 
in the Parthenon hall, where a thousand 
of their countrymen gathered to bid god- 
speed to the departing young heroes. Strong 
and impassioned were the addresses made 
by the Rev. Father Agathoris, of the Greek 
church; Constantine Phasonlaradis, sec- 
retary of the Greenk fund committee; Joe 
Blegellas, Peter Socrates and James Pat- 
terson, all of whom are among the leading 
citizens of the Greek colony in New York. 
| PAY THEIR OWN WAY. 

All the afternoon the 150 young men, the 
major portion of whom are paying their 
own way back to the mother country that 
they may sacrifice their lives if need be, 
in her Gefense, kept coming to the Parthe- 
non, bringing boxes and bundles and what 
other baggage they intended to take with 
them.

New. York, March 27.—A special from 
Havana to The Sun says: 

The police have discovered here another 
gang of swindfers as atidacitous as the one 
which last year forged the signature of 
Hidalgo & Co. of Havana,, on a draft on 
August Belmont & Co., of New York city, 
after having swindled several other fcer- 
eign bankers with correspondents. in 
Cuba. The two principals of the iust 
gang, now under arrest, are 
Sebastian Bernal y Alonzo and Antcnio 
Marti Herrera, both of Valencia. 

Both men carried on their frauds for a 
long time from Madrid, Barcelona #nd 
other important towns of the penins‘iis, ai.d 
are said to have defrauded many persons 
in France, England and the Uni*ed Sates. 
Last year they came to Havana with seme 
of their associates and here they lave 
obtained criminally, it is said, more than 
‘$300,000. Their way of operitinz wees 
exceedingly clever. 

Knowing by name many rersons of Spar- 
ish or Cuban descent living abro«d and 
foreigners “married to Spanish or Ci ban 
women, they obtained full information re- 
garding the distant relatives of those pcr- 
sons. Then they addressed letters to the 
proposed victims notifying them that cer- 
tain ones of their distant relatives bad 
died leaving large legacies t> th: versors 


addressed. The letters appearcd to have | 


been signed by a notary publt« who in- 
closed certified copies of che wills on Span-« 
ish legal paper. The signatu‘es cf the 
notaries were certified apparently by the 
Havana consul general of tre nation to 
which the person addressed belonged. In 
each case the seal of the consuinte was 
forged to make the proof of the ge1.uine- 
ness seem conclusive. 

Bernal conceived the plans and Marti, 
whe is a wonderful penman, was in charge 
of the forging of seals and signatures. At 
the house of Marti, in Guanabacoa, the 
town across the bay where he was ar- 
rested, the police found a lot of ‘egal pa- 
pers, seals of all the Spanish courts in 
Cuba, and of all the important consulates, 
and forged signatures of nearly all the 
magistrates and public notaries in Ha- 
vana. 

Bernal and Marti were discovered through 
information made in Santiago de Cuba with 
the chief of police, Senor Trujillo, who, 
after long investigations, asked that they 
be arrested in Havana.

London, March 27.—Prime Minister Salis- 
bury, who started Thursday for Cimiez, 
where Queen Victoria is sojourning, will 
stay in the south of France for five weeks. 
There he will guide Great Britain’s “ai- 
plomacy fn silence, having neither the cab- 
inet to discuss nor the opinion of the coun- 
try to consider. Conservatives and liberals 
alike are fretting under the prolonged reti- 
cence of Lord Salisbury in disclosing his 
eastern policy. The radicals are very in- 
dignant and are taking advantage of the 
apparent illness to raise a popular agita- 
tion which, if parliament were approach- 
ing its natural term, would work no end of 
mischief to the government. It may be no 
fault of Lord Salisbury that he does not 
explain his policy clearly to the British 
public. Safe in the. confidence reposed in 
him by his majority in both houses, he 
can put up his colleagues in the lower 
house to evade questions or decline to an- 
Sewer, and to balk debate on points which 
are of the most momentous interest to the 
country. 

It has been often stated that even cab- 
inet ministers are not in Lord Saliebury’s 
confidence. He is understood to consult 
with or to communicate to Mr. Balfour, Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, Mr. Chamberlain 
and the duke of Devonshire all important 
steps he may decide upon. But even this 
inner cabinet exercises litcle or no power 
in shaping his policy. 

There probably never was a prime min- 
ister or foreign secretary in English par- 
liamentary history whu so entirely played 
“off his own 'bat’’ and who staked the in- 
terests of his country and government with 
go little deference to the opinions of his 
cabinet.

As the process of pacification develops 
the prospect may brighten up. But one 
of the first measures proposed to give 
Crete a chance of internal peace, the cun- 
stitution of an autonomous government 
under a competent chief, is not yet within 
sight. The few reliable press correspond- 
ents who are writing from Canea and oth- 
er points concur in stating that autonomy 
means to the Cretan Christians the root 
and branch extirpation of the Moslems 
and among their notables in free acquisi- 
tion of more land. 

Massacre and spoliation are described as 
the first principles of Cretan patriotism 
among Moslems and Christians alike, but 
it must be acknowledged that displays of 
this sort of patriotism have heretvfore 
been a special prerogative of the Moslem 
population, upheld by Turkish bayonets. 

The Paris Journal des Debats today pub- 
lishes a letter from an officer of the French 
sqvedion which shows, if true, an awful 
condition of affairs. This officer declares 
that the facts he sets forth in his letter 
are vouched form by the surgeons of the 
cruisers who are performing duties ashore. 
He declares that many Moslem children of 
tender age have been violated by the 
Christians; that boys have been frightfully 
mutilated and babies slashed with sabers. 
He adds that in war the Cretan Christians 
resemble wild beasts. 


DIFFICULTY OF GOVERNING. 


The tremendous difficulty of governing 
on civilized methods such a people has ex- 
ercised the minds of Lord Salisbury and 
M. Hanotaux, the French foreign minister, 
more perhaps than ft has the statesmen 
of other European governments. The lead 
of English and French is so distinctly in 
favor of appointing a Greek prince to ad- 
minister Crete that neither Lord Salisbury 
nor the French foreign minister can risk 
defying it. The Russian government has 
aims of its own, apart from justice to 
Greece or the pacification of Crete. So 
while the proposals from England have 
successively had reference to the nomina- 
tion of Prince George of Greece, and to 
Prince Mavrocordato, and those of France 
to either of these or to Prince Waldemar 
of Denmark, Russia, with its imperial 
supporters in Germany and Austria, has 
put forward first Bosopetrovitch and next 
Prince Dantelo, both Montenegrins in the 
acwal pay of the czar.

WHAT HE REALLY DID ACCOMPLISH 


The Ex-Premier Claims He. Received 
Ne Instructions and Acted on His 
‘Own Responsibility—He Answered 
in a Clear, Firm Voice Wtthout Eva- 


sion. 


London, March 27.—The parliamentary 
south African committee yesterday resum- 
ed its inquiry into the Transvaal raid 
in Westminster hall. Quite a number of 
the friends and admirers of Dr. Jameson, 
the leader of the famous raid, were pres- 
ent, it being known that he would be 
called upon to give his evidence. 

The examination of W. P. Schreiner, who 
was attorney general of Cape Colony under 
the premiership of Mr. Cecil Rhodes, was 
continued by Mr. Chamberlain, secretary 
of state for the colonies, who, by his 
questions, showed that he was anxious 
to procure a vindication of fils policy in 
connection with the Transvaal question. 

Mr. Schreiner’s evidence was of little 
interest, and upon its conclusion Dr. Jame- 
Son was called. 

Dr. Jameson was.pale but self-contained. 
He read a statement in which he said 
the design of the leaders of the reform 
movement in Johannesburg was to act 
alone to the end of obtaining a plebiscite 
and electing a president. His (Jameson’s) 
force, he said, only intended to maiutain 
order and nothing more. He referred to 
a number of conversations he had had 
with Mr. Rhodes on the federation of scuth 
Africa, which is a pet scheme of the ex- 
colonial prime minister. 

MR. HAMMOND’S VIEWS. 

Continuing, Dr. Jameson said that he 
was impressed by the views and represen- 
tations of Mr. Hammond and subsequently 
went .with him to Pretoria, where he 
learned that Mr. Hammond's vicws. were 
correct. The result of his investigations 
led to the preparation of the force of the 
British South Africa Company in order 
that if a revolt occurred at Yohanticsburg 
they would be in readiness to render aid. 
Last year-he had visited Johannesburg ‘and 
learned that the residents had finally de- 
termined to force matters to an issue. 

He was informed as to the plans that 
were to be followed. 

Dr. Jameson further said that he told 
Mr. Rhodes of the plans that had been 
arranged and that Mr. Rhodes agreed to 
them. 

The statement then proceeded to give the 
details of the actual raid into Boer ter- 
ritory. In this Dr. Jameson said he acted 
entirely upon his own responsibility. He 
received no instructions from any one. 

In reply to a question of Mr. Henry 
Labouchere, Dr. Jameson said that he had 
never been informed that the officers of 
the British government supported his ac- 
tion. Further replying to a question, he 
expressed the belief that the public bas 
already held regarding the raid. 

He said in effect that he knew row that 
the expedition into the Transvaal was a 
mistake, because it had not been success- 
ful. If he had succeeded he would have 
been forgiven. 

His answers to the questions were given 
in a clear, firm voice and without eVa- 
sion.

Because some games and dances and 
plays are bad, to comprise them all in 
one sweeping category, is the extreme of 
folly. 

“People must use their common sense 
and discriminate. 

“You have recently had here my friend 
and neighbor Sol Smith Russell. He is one 
of the best preachers of goodness and 
gentleness and charity that lives. And I 
want to say that he is one of the best and 
purest and most genial men in private life 
that can be found anywhere. All that he 
seems to beon the stage he is off -the 
stage. There fs no citizen of the north- 
west more highly respected than Sol Smith 
Russell. I think it would be a great deal 
better to witness one of his refined and 
elevating dramas than to listen to a pulpit 
harangue full of bitterness and bigotry. 

“I know personally other actors, such as 
Robert Mantell, Joe Jefferson, Chauncey 
Olcott, Robert Downing, some of the Bos- 
tonians, Julia Marlowe and others, and to 
condemn such persons as corrupt and im- 
moral is to assert what is positively false; 
just as it would be unjust to condemn all 
ministers as bad because some’ of them 
“have proved unworthy of their high office.

‘Editor The Evening Constitution: The views on the outlook for cotton from 
the standpoint of the farmer who produces the long ar or sea island variety, 


would not be out of place now. 


Before giving my views I wish to express my appreciation of the good work 
yow are doing daily in behalf of the farmer. Business men, as a rule, do not fully 
appreciate that the prosperity of the whole eountry can only come about when the 


agricultural masses are receiving adequate prices for their products. 


We are 


now having an object lesson to the point. 
In the fall preceding the presidential election we had an abnormal money 
market. Money was said to be stringent, rates of interest were extremely high— 


four or five times what they are now. 


We were told by the so-called “sound mon- 


ey element,” by the banking and business element generally, that this was due to 
“lack of confidence;” that when McKinley was elected and the “silver scare” set~- 
‘tled, we would see a revival of business, and much higher prices for our cotton, 
both sea island and uplands, which would be due to the “return of confidence.” 


‘What are the facts? 


McKifiley was‘elected and ‘‘confidence was restored,” in- 


terest became cheap and money abundant, but cotton, both sea island and up- 
land, as well as cotton seed oil, (the three money products of the south), grad- 
ually declined, and each is selling much lower today than*-when “confidence was 


lacking,” 


due to the “silver scare,’’ and money was high. 


The explanation of this is simple. Agricultural products have for several years 
been so low that the agricultural masses have had “‘to live at home,” not having 
any money to spend, and, hence, the mills have not been able to sell their products 


readily, and only at low prices. 


Thus we have proof that ‘the ability of the 


masses of the people to buy with money will bring prosperity, and that the fact 
that a few very rich men not having ‘confidence,’ or having ‘‘confidence,” cuts @ 
émall figure, contrary to the generally accepted belief. 


When the agricultural masses receive adequate prices f 


their products {[t will 


not matter whether a few rich men have “confidence” or not, business will boom 
and prosperity will return, and not before. 

.We have now in upland cotton the spectacle of a small crop, which the best in- 
formed men on the trade say will hardly suffice until another crop is gathered, 
selling below the average cost of production, when it should sell for § to 10 cents, 
if there is anything for the farmer in the old theory of “supply and demand.” 

The theory that gold is gradually enhancing in value, that is to say that eve- 
rything else is gradually falling, seems to be demonstrated by the facts as they 


exist today. 


What other explanation is there of the upland cotton market today? 


As long as falling prices continue there can be no revival of business. One de- 
cline helps to bring on another, and the little glut of money in New York recent- 
ly was not due to the return of “confidence,” but due to the fact that the money 
could not be profitably employed in trade on account of falling prices. 

If the falling prices could be arrested and then advanced we should immediate- 
ly see all of our money put in use, and there would not be a sufficient quantity of 


it to do. the business of the country. 


The situation of the upland cotton and sea island cotton farmers is not very 
materially different, and hence I have not confined myself to the grievances of the 
sea island cotton farmers. I think it is a fact that cannot be successfully con- 
troverted that the farmers are the most poorly paid class of people in the United

States today.

KNOWN AS JAMES L. FORD 


He Sold a Half Interest in the Bust- 
ness and Then Skipped the Town. 
Bianther Will Be Recalled by Many 
Under the Name of Ford, 


A heretofore unpublished story of the 
dotrigs of J. E. Biamther, the Austrian 
count, who committed suicide in a Texas 
jail several days ago, while he was in At- 
lanta came to light this morning. The 
story brings Blanther to the front In a 
new role, and he will be recalled to the 
metnory of hundreds of people who mever 


‘knew him as Blanther, but were famillar 


with him under: the name of James lL. 
ford, manager of the Atlanta Commission 
Company. 

After the exposition was over Blanther 


| left Atlanta, but returned soon thereafter, 


and established what was termed the At- 
lanta Commission Company, with James L. 
Ford as manager. The business was con- 
ducted in a pecullar manner, and in a way 
which soon began to win him friends and 
trade among the poorer classes. 

The office of the company was on North 
Pryor street, where Ford kept a stock of 
groceries and provisions, which he would 
sell on the installment plan. For instance, 
if a laborer of mechanic would come into 
his place of business and wanted a ham 
or sack of flour he could secure it by mak- 
ing a small payment, and securing the bal- 
ance by obligating himself to pay in in- 
stallments for the purchase which he had 
made.. 

TUCKDR ON THE SCENE. 

This businéss Was operated successfully 
for several Weéks, when a youmg man by 
the name of Lée Tucker became interested 
in the scheme and was offered a half in- 
terest in the company by ord. For this 
interest Tucker was to pay $3530. He’ did 
not have the money at the time, but se- 
cured it from a well-known broker by giv- 
ing’ a mortgage om two lots which he held 
in this city. 

The deal between Ford and Tucker was 
consummated one afternoon and the next 
morning when Tucker appeared at the 
offite Ford failed to show up. He had 
skipped the town, leaving Tucker and’ his 
wife with the assets of the firm and a 
large pile of debts. The new partner was 
unable to meét the obligations and the 
business was closed up; the notes: fell 
due, Tucker was unable to meet them, 
and the broker is now in possession of the 
lots of which he advanced’ the $30 to 
Tucker. ‘ 

‘ Young Tucker was originally from Co- 
lumibus, Miss., whére his father is a well- 
to-do. insurance man. 

This was the last seen of Ford in, ‘Atlanta 
and the last known of him here until the 
report of his suicide in’ a Texas jail was 
made known this week. ; 

While the man was known to many peo- 
ple in Atlanta under the name of Blanther, 
he will be recalled by many others. as 
James L. Ford, erstwhile manager of the 
Atlanta Commission Company.

This morning about 6:30 o’clock two ne- 
gro youths were driving into thé city In a 
milk wagon from the Cloverdale dairy.

Just as happy as two pickaninnies could 
be they wéfe chatting and singing snatches 
of negro songs, while the milk swished 
around as an accompaniment ir the cans.

| BUILDING TO BE A FINE ONE 


The Triangular Bullding wi Make 
a Unteaue Appearance on Peachttee

Mr. Pittman, bullding inspector for the 
' elty, received today’ the plans for the Com- 
mercial building, which Is to occupy the 
triangle at the junction of Poplar, Peach- 
tree and Broad streets, 


and the walls will be built im on a steel 
frame. 

Several months ago the Mutual Building 
Company applied to counci? for permission 
to erect the building and until today it has 
been hanging fire. 

Mr. «Pittman will look over the ‘plans 
immediately and if satisfactory he will 
issue the building permit at once. 

The plans are gigantic, and cover many 
yards of cloth. They cost $10,000 to draw 
and are complete in every detail. 

Before issuing the permit Mr. Pittman 
will have to make.a calculation of the 
exact weight of the building and deter- 
mine if the weight is equally distributed 
sO as mot to have any careening to one side 
or another. 

The'view of the building at the junction 
will present a strange appearance, as it 
is only eight feet wide and twelve stories 
high. It is so heavily constructed that it 
can easily split a cyclone in two. The 
Poplar street side is sixty feet wide and 
the Peachtree amd Broad streets length 
will be 185 feet long. The building will cost 
$200.000 and will be a splendid mracture of 
steel and brick. 

Mr. Pittman says it will take from eight 
to ten months to complete the building, 
as steel constructions are easily put to- 
gether and are very durable.

Wikk WRITE}. 


He Will Write of His Stirring War 
Recollections, 


NOW ON LECTURE PLATFORM 


He will Soon Return South and De- 
vote His Time To Completing the 
Book—What Mr. Frank Gordon Says 
of It. 


The future of General John B. Gordon 
will be a matter of considerable interest, 
now that he has retired from the arena of 
public Hfe. 

He will in the future devote himself to 
lecturing and litérary pdrsuits. Upon the 
lecture platform he will portray the ‘Last 
Days of the Confederacy.” His literary 
work will, be the publication of a book of 
reminiscences of the war. 

The: general is fmOw in the far went, He 
spoke on last Tuesday evening to.a great 
audience at Muskogee, Indian Territory, 
and .is “now in Missouri.’ He will pass 
through a number of cities in Indiana and 
Ohio and then will take a vacation in 
May, spending his time at his country 
plage, ‘Sutherland,” in DeKalb county 
and working upon his forthcoming book. 

GENERAL GORDON’S BOOK, 

From Mr. Frank Gordon, who ts engaged 
in editing General Gordon’s book of ““War 
Reminiscences,’’. the: folowing .facts in re- 
gard to.the work“were learned and which 
are here given. for theg¢first time: 

“In writing a book of war reminiscences,”’ 
said Mr. Frank Gordon, “it Is not the gen- 
eral’s purpose to write a history of ‘the civ- 
il war, nor to analyze, except briefly and 
incidentalhy, the catses which, produced it. 
These Causes are referred to only as- such 
reference may lead to a better’ under- 
standing between the once hostile sections 
of our country. General Gordon has been 
importuned..-from every section of the 
union ’for many years to write a book of 
memoirs: He’ has at last consented to do so 
and'is engaged in that work'at every leis- 
wre moment, always entertaining an earn- 
est desire that whatever. contributions he 
mifht make should be in’ no sense con- 
troversial. He preférred to wait until the 
war passions and political asperities which 
succeedéd the ‘wir shoifid Have passed 
away. His book of rémifiscences will de- 
scribe a side or phase of the war that is 
less somber and grave, but scarcely ‘less 
heroic or tmportant than that which ‘em- 
braces merely historical data. It is scarcely 
less important for the reason that it illus- 
trates character. It tndividualizes. It rep- 
resents the life, the true life, the inner and 
better life of the soldier. It will give to 
postrity a photograph of his spirit. It will 
be a sort of key that unlocks and reveals 
the secret chambers of the soldier's soul. 
General Gordon’s book will therefore be 
rather reminiscent than historical. It will, 
of course, neither change.‘nor. color, but 
make an exact portrayal of the incidents 
as they occurred. It is made up largely of 
General Gordon’s own expériences and. ob- 
servations; of descriptions. of things as he 
saw: them; of fmportant personal, official 
and confidential interviews and. counsels; 
of amusing as well as thrilling incidents; 
of the sudden and unexpected eruption of 
rustic wit; of the constantly recurring par- 
adoxes in the soldier’s life. The book in 
brief is to chronicfe such of those illustra- 
tions of the American soldier’s life and 
character as come -under General Gordon's 
observation ang which were so often wit- 
nessed by both armies in the camp, on the 
march, along the trenches, between the 
lines and even in the firing of battle,.”’ .

the leap, She says the motorman suddenly 
reversed the. car, and she fell in a heap 
on the ground, sustaining the injuries set 
forth tn her petition, which she swears are 
permanent and of a very serious nature. 

The street car Company took the position 
that there was no collision between the 
ears, that the cars were not running at a 
reckless rate of speed and that the passen- 
gers simply became panic stricken without 
cause.

Atlanta, Ga., March 27.—The week just 
ended has not been encouraging to the 
holders of wheat. With the exception of 
the foreign markets, which are heavy, with 
apparently no disposition to advance, news 
has been bullish. The visible supply de- 
creased over 1,000,000 bushels; world’s wheat 
shipments were light; the amount on pas- 
Sage showed a good decrease and there 
Was a decrease approximating 5,000,000 
bushels in the world’s visible supply. Ar- 
gentine shipments were again light; the 
local cash demand has been fairly good; 
damage reports have been numerous, and 
indications point to a late spring in North 
Dakota. Notwithstanding the above, priceg 
have declined 24% cents per bushel, only a 
small portion of which was recovered, and 
the market at the close today is weak. 
Bulls are disappointed and apparently not 
buying, awaiting further developments in 
the way of crop news. When something 
more definite can be learned it will likely 
tend to make speculation very active, and 
we look for some radical change, one way 
or the other, during the next two days. 
In a few days we will probably get the 
state reports, navigation will open and im- 
provement from primary points will prob- 
ably ‘be large. While the price has been 
weak, we do not think bears have been 
selling very heavily on account of the un- 
certainty that exists both in regard to the 
crop and the political situation abroad.

McCullough Bros. Fruit and. Produce 
Letter. 


Atlanta, March °£7.—The favorable weath- 
er prevailing at present has very much 
increased trading in fruit and produce, 
and the jobber or commission man. finds 
it ne easy matter to fulfill the almost un- 
limited wants. The market on apples is 
unusually strong for the better grades, 
while the inferior second-class grades are 
hard sale at very much reduced prices. 
The supply on the market and in transit is 
exceedingly light, with strong advarices at 
all places of shipment. We look for higher 
prices during remainder of season. The 
orange supply is quite sufficient, with prices 
ruling. Some lower California is supply 
ing the entire trade. We note no change 
on lemons. The jobbers in most cases 
have taken advantage of the very low 
prices that have existed for the last two 
weeks and the market is reading for the 
picnic season, with good margins in their 
purchases. Bananas continue to advance 
and are bringing from 20 to 80 per cent 
more money than for three months with 
every indication pointing to still higher 
prices, 

Shipments of Florida vegetables have been 
cut short on account of low prices, for 
the last three days, very much to the dis- 
appointment of the retail trade in general, 
prices ranging as_ follows: Snapbeans, 
very scarce, per crate $2.75 to.$3; new irish 
potatoes, fine demand, per crate $6 to $38, 
owing to size; tomatoes, very scarce, per 
crate $2 to $2.25; strawberries have been 
plentiful and very cheap until the last two 
days short receipts have put the prices up 
to 124%@15 cents per quart; head lettuce, 
good demand, $1 to $1.25 per dozen; as- 
paragus, slow sale, at 10 to 12% cerits per 
dozen; cauliflower, good demand, 8 to 10 
cents per pound for fancy medium heads;

STATE PAPERS ARE MISSING 


Ne Trace Can New Be Found of the 
Charges Against the Libra- 
rian of Cengress. 


GREAT DELAY FOR MR. M’KINLEY 


The Late President Allows Himself 
All License in Determining What 
Documents Were Private—Now He 
Has Covered His Tracks. 


Washington, March 26.—During a lull be- 
tween pushes of office seekers this week 
the administration made a discovery that 
was rether surprising, but which confirmed 
any suspicion which it may have had that 
the retiring president was a law unto him- 
self, and that he had carefully removed al! 
evidence of a political nature which had 
accumulated in the file rooms of the execu- 
tive mansion. He had, moreover, drawn a 
wide line as to what comstituted political 
documents. 

An effort was made by one of tHe clerks 
to look up a case pertaining to an adminis- 
trative officer who is s‘ill in the service, 
and against whom certain damaging offi- 
@ial charges had been filed, when it was 
discovered that all of the papers had been 
removed. Inquiry was made, which Cevel- 
oped the fact that President Cleveland, 
three or four days before retiring from of- 
fice, had carefully collected what docu- 
ments he wanteU from the fille room, order- 
ed them securely tied up and boxed and 
then shipped them. to Princeton. 

It appears that Mr. Cleveland has taken 


| liberal license in determining which of the 


documents on file were private and which 
were public. Naturally an outgoing presi- 
dent is sufficiently cautious to destroy or 
remove all papers of a purely political na- 
ture which may give an unfriendly succes- 
sor an opportunity to damage him in the 
eyes of his followers... For instance, in en- 
deavVoring to fill up the public offices with 
his personal friends, preparatory to ex- 
tending the civil service rules, Mr, Cleveland 
may have entered into voluminous corre- 
spondence of such a nature that its publl- 
cation would have proclaimed him a hypo- 
crite. He had a clear privilege, therefore, 
to consider such documents private proper- 
ty and remove them from the files in the 
executive mansion, 

There are certain.matters, however, that 
remained unacted ppon—pigeon-holed, as it 
were—at the change of administration, and 
for these Mr. Cleveland had sufficient fore- 
thought to use his fullest license and re- 
move all traces of them. If these matters 
had been disposed of he might have placed 
the documentary evidences om file in the 
proper departments. But as they were still 
open, he should have left all papers where 
his successor could lay hands on them. 

Inasmuch as the new administration has 
hardly had time to get down to purely ex- 
ecutive business, it is difficult to learn how 
many or what kind of cases the outgoing 
president has covered up. Besides the 
charges of offensive partisanship against 
some of Cleveland’s henchmen, which might 
heve doomed them to the civil service ax, 
the papers in the case of a prominent ad- 
ministrative officer who was regarded as a 
sure candidate for removal appear to be 
missing. 

It will be remembered also that about a 
year ago rather serious charges were 
brought against the Hbrarian of congress. 
An investigation was made and some ir- 
regularities were reported to Secretary Car- 
lisle. The secretary in his turn sent the 


case to the white house with positive rec-_ 


ommendation as to what ought to be done. 

The public waited in vain for the presi- 
dent’s decision. Nothing more was ever 
heard of the matter. Now it is reported 
that all of the papers relating to this m@gt- 
ter have been boxed with similar documents 
ahd private reports and have been sent to 
Princeton. 

No doubt copies of the public papers, 
which have been taken from the white 
house, with the recommendations, protests 
and political correspondence, can be largely 
replaced from the department files. But if 
President McKinley were disposed toe con- 
sider any of these cases which have been 
pigeon-holed by Mr. Cleveland, he would 
be put to considerable trouble amd suffer 
much loss of time in getting at important 
documentary evidence, which has disap- 
peared.

A few days ago Colonel W. A, Hemphill, 
business manager of The Constitution, re- 
ceived a communication through the mall 
stating that the writer had in his posses- 
sion a copy of the mailing lists of The At- 
lanta Journal and would sell them to The 
Constitution if a fair price was offered. 

The letter was signed by ‘“‘Carl Ashmore”’ 
‘and Colonel Hemphill was told to direct an 
answer to the Ingleside postoffice. 

Colonel Hemphill very promptly turned 
the letter over to Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, the 
business manager of The Journal. 

Mr. Cabaniss mailed a letter to 
Ashmore,” unsigned and written on a scrap 
of paper with a blue pencil and stated that 
the price wanted for The Journal's mailing 
list would like to be known. “Carl Ash- 
more” replied that he would take $5. 

The matter was then placed in the hands 
of the city detective and Captain Slaughter 
detailed Detective Harris to work on the 
case. It was found at Ingleside’ that 
Ackerman received the letters directed to 
“Carl Ashmore” and he was arrested this 
morning and locked up in a cell at police

‘Where did you get the Journal's mail- 
ing list?” he was asked. 

“IT haven't got the lists,” he replied. “You 
see, I thought I could get them, and so I 
went to work to make a trade. After I 
had the money my intention was to give a 
part of it to whoever I could get to steal 
the lists.” : 

“What did you want to engage in such 
rascally business for?’ 

“My God,”’ he exclaimed, “I want money, 
and I must have it. I have others depend- 
ing on me and I must have money.” 

‘Have you employed a lawyer?” 

“No, and I don’t need any. They have 
no case against me. What have I done? I 
didn’t steal The Journal's lists and haven't 
defrauded anybody out of any money.” 

Ackerman is taking his arrest very coolly. 
It is said that he has been representing 
himself as an attache of nearly every 
newspaper in the city at different times 
and has collected money, for which he 
made no returns. It is probable that he 
will also he prosecuted for these crooked 
transactions.

Atlanta, Ga., March 27.~The week just 
ended has not been encouraging to the 
holders of wheat. With the exception of 
the foreign markets, which are heavy, with 
apparently no disposition to advance, news 
has been bullish. The visible supply de- 
creased over 1,000,000 bushels; world’s wheat 
Shipments were light; the amount on pas- 
Sage showed a good decrease and there 
was a decrease approximating 5,000,000 
bushels in the worlki’s visible supply. Ar- 
gentine shipments were again light; the 
local cash demand has been fairly good; 
damage reports have been numerous, and 
indications point to a late spring in North 
Dakota. Notwithstanding the above, priceg 
have declined 2% cents per bushel, only a 
Small portion of which was recovered, and 
the market at the close today is weak. 
Bulls are disappointed and apparently not 
buying, awaiting further developments in 
the way of crop news. When something 
more definite can be learned it will likely 
tend to make speculation very active, and 
we look for some radical change, one way 
or the other, during the next two days. 
In a few days we will probably get the 
state reports, navigation ‘will open and im- 
provement from primary points will prob- 
ably be large. While the price has been 
weak, we do not think bears have been 
selling very heavily on account of the un- 
certainty that exists both In regard to the 
crop and the political situation abroad. 
However, should anything favorable pre- 
sent itself, they would more than likely 
raid the market. 

The corn market acts very firm. The ex- 
port and domestic demand is very large, 
shipments aggregating 5,862,000 bushels for 
the week. 

The bad weather last fall and the heavy 
rains” this spring which have prevented 
marketing has rendered a large quantity 
of corn unmerchantable. It may be, how- 
ever, that the liquidation of May contracts 
will cause a heavy market while it lasts, 
but if navigation opens so that the number 
2 corn will Move out freely before this 


- Hquidation begins, it is quite Iikely that 


shorts will become good buyers and cause 
a strong market. 

The trade in provisions seems to be wWait- 
ing. Bears have put out quite a line of 
short product, beliiving that as soon as re- 
celpts of hogs increase, the market will 
suffer a setback. Bulls think then will be 
a good time to make purchases, telieving 
that any tncrease in receipts will not last 
long, and that prices will subsequently ad- 
vance again, especially if foreign demand 
for our products continues. 


MeCullough Bros. Fruit and Produce 
Letter. 


Atlanta, March £7.—The favorable weath- 
er prevailing at present has very much 
increased trading in fruit and produce, 
and the jobber or commission man. finds 
it ne easy matter to fulfill the almost un- 
limited wants. The market on apples is 
unusually strong for the better grades, 
while the inferior second-class grades are 
hard sale at very much reduced prices. 
The supply on the market and in transit is 
exceedingly light, with strong advances at 
all places of shipment. We look for higher 
prices during remainder of season. The 
orange supply is quite sufficient, with prices 
ruling. Some lower California is supply 
ing the entire trade. We note no change 
on lemons. The jobbers in most cases 
have taken advantage of the very low 
prices that have existed for the last two 
weeks and the market is reading for the 
picnic season, with good margins in their 
purchases. Bananas continue to advance 
and are bringing from 20 to 80 per cent 
more money than for three months with 
every indication pointing to still higher 
prices, 

Shipments of Florida vegetables have been 
cut short on account of low prices, for 
the last three days, very much to the dis- 
appointment of the retail trade in general, 
prices ranging as_ follows: Snapbeans, 
very scarce, per crate $2.75 to. $3; new irish 
potatoes, fine demand, per crate $6 to $8, 
owing to size; tomatoes, very scarce, per 
crate $2 to $2.25; strawberries have been 
plentiful and very cheap until the last two 
days short receipts have put the prices up 
to 12%@15 cents per quart; head lettuce, 
good demand, $1 to $1.25 per dozen; as- 
paragus, slow sale, at 10 to 12% certs per 
dozen; cauliflower, good demand, 8 to 10 
cents per pound for fancy medium heads: 
egg plants 75 cents to $1 per dozen; Eng- 
lish peas, slow sale at $1.25 to $1.00 per 
crate; beets are reaching some market,‘at 
present $1.50 to $1.75 for cabbage crate size 
with tops on; green cabbage by express 
selling readily at 13-4 to 2 cents per pound, 
white stock dull at 1% to 1%; celery per 
dozen 50 to 75 cents, owing to quality. As 
yet the market has had no cakes or 
squash, which renders it impossible to lo- 
cate any set questions Hmpwever, they 
will bring faney prices. Old irish potatoes 
prevail in abundance, consequently de- 
clines are constantly in order. 
Sweet potato receipts are suffici- 
ent and no change in prices. 
Onions ere sicw sile, although receipts 
and the present supply is light, while peas 
are very dull. White class whippoorwill 
unknown and stocks peas, straight or mixed, 
are in good demand at good prices. Ten- 
nessee smoked meats are very scatfce and 
medium hams, shoulders and sides are 
selling, to good advantage. Both live and 
dressed poultry of every Kind is being 
sought for vigorously by the trade. Re- 
heipts are exceedingly light. Eegs are 
showing some little activity on account of 
change of weather. All arrivals of fresh 
butter is being taken readily at good prices,

STATE PAPERS ARE MISSING 


Ne Trace Can New Be Found of the 
Against the Libra- 
rian of Congress. 


Charges 


GREAT DELAY FOR MR. M’KINLEY 


The Late President Allows Himself 
All License in Determining What 
Documents Were Private—Now He 
Has Covered His Tracks. 


Washington, March 26.—During a lull be- 
tween pushes of office seekers this week 
the administration made a discovery that 
Was rether surprising, but which confirmed 
any suspicion which it may have had that 
the retiring president was a law unto him- 


self, and that he had carefully removed all 
evidence of a political nature which had 
accumulated in the file rooms of the execu- 
tive mansion. He had, moreover, drawn a 
wide line as to what comstituted political 
documents. 

An effort was made by one of tHe clerks 
to look up a case pertaining to an adminis- 
trative officer who is s‘ill in the service, 
and against whom certain damaging offi- 
@elal charges had been filed, when it was 
discovered that all of the papers had been 
removed. Inquiry was made, which Cevel- 
oped .the fact that President Cleveland, 
three or four days before retiring from of- 
fice, had carefully collected what docu- 
ments he wanteti from the file room, order- 
ed them securely tied up and boxed and 
then shipped them. to Princeton. 

It appears that Mr. Cleveland has taken 


liberal license in determining which of the 


documents on file were private and which 
were public. Naturally an outgoing presi- 
dent is sufficiently cautious to destroy or 
remove all papers of a purely political na- 
ture which may give an unfriendly succes- 
s0r an opportunity to damage him in the 
eyes of his followers... For instance, in en- 
deavoring to fill up the public offices with 
his personal friends, preparatory to ex- 
tending the civil service rules, Mr, Cleveland 
may have entered into voluminous corre- 
spondence of such a nature that its publl- 
cation would have proclaimed him a hypo- 
erite. He had a clear privilege, therefore, 
to consider such documents private proper- 
ty and remove them from the files in the 
executive mansion. 

There are certain-matters, however, that 
remained unacted ppon—pigeon-holed, as it 
were—at the change of administration, and 
for these Mr. Cleveland had sufficient fore- 
thought to use his fullest license and re- 
move all traces of them. If these matters 
had been disposed of he might have placed 
the documentary evidences om file in the 
proper departments. But as they were still 
open, he should have left all papers where 
his successor could lay hands on them. 

Inasmuch as the new administration has 
hardly had time to get down to purely ex- 
ecutive business, it is difficult to learn how 
many or what kind of cases the outgoing 
president has covered up. Besides the 
charges of offensive partisanship against 
some of Cleveland’s henchmen, which might 
heve doomed them to the civil service ax, 
the papers in the case of a prominent ad- 
ministrative officer who was regarded as a 
sure candidate for removal appear to be 
missing. 

It will be remembered also that about a 
year ago rather serious charges were 
brought agaimst the librarian of congress. 
An investigation was made and some ir- 
regularities were reported to Secretary Car- 
lisle. The secretary in his turn sent the 


case to the white house with positive rec-_ 


ommendation as to what ought to be done. 

The public waited in vain for the pres!i- 
dent’s decision. Nothing more was ever 
heard of the matter. Now it is reported 
that all of the papers relating to this magt- 
ter have been boxed with similar documents 
and private reports and have been sent to 
Princeton. 

No doubt copies of the public papers, 
which have been taken from the white 
house, with the recommendations, protests 
and political correspondence, can be largely 
replaced from the department files. But if 
President McKinley were disposed to con- 
sider any of these cases which have been 
pigeon-holed by Mr. Clevelaag, he would 
be put to considerable trouble amd suffer 
much loss of time. in getting at important 
documentary evidence, which has disap- 
peared.

A few days ago Colonel W. A, Hemphill, 
business manager of The Constitution, re- 
ceived a communication through the mail 
stating that the writer had in his posses- 
sion a copy of the mailing lists of The At- 
lanta Journal and would sell them to The 
Constitution if a fair price was offered. 

The letter was signed by “Carl Ashmore”’ 


‘and Colonel Hemphill was told to direct an 


answer to the Ingleside postoffice. 

Colonel Hemphill very promptly turned 
the letter over to Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, the 
business manager of The Journal. 

Mr. Cabaniss mailed a letter to 
Ashmore,” unsigned and written on a scrap 
of paper with a blue pencil and stated that 
the price wanted for The Journal's mailing 
list would like to be known. “Carl Ash- 
more” replied that he would take $5. 

The matter was then placed in the hands 
of the city detective and Captain Slaughter 
detailed Detective Harris to work on the 
case.

But I reckoned without my 
host and here I am.”” 

‘‘Where did you get the Journal's malil- 
ing list?” he was asked. 

“T haven’t got the lists,”” he replied. “You 
see, I thought I could get them, and so I 
went to work to make a trade. After I 
had the money my intention was to give a 
part of it to whoever I could get to steal 
the lists.” 

“What did you want to engage in such 
rascaliy business for?’ 

“My God,” he exclaimed, “I want money, 
and I must have it. I have others depend- 
ing on me and I must have money.” 

“Have you employed a lawyer?” 

“No, and I don’t need any. They have 
no case against me. What have I done? I 
didn’t steal The Journal's lists and haven't 
defrauded anybody out of any money.” 

Ackerman is taking his arrest very coolly. 
It is said that he has been representing 
himself as an attache of nearly every 
newspaper in the city at different times 
and has collected money, for which he 
made no returns. It is probable that he 
will also he prosecuted for these crooked 
transactions.
